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CHICAGO QUIET: 
UNIONS FACING 
THE CRISIS NOW 


Strike Rioting OCeases and In- 
creased Employment of Non- 
Unionists Is Expected to Force 
Teamsters to Fight or Surrender 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, May ‘8-—Pursuant to plans 
agreed upon by employers yesterday, -near- 
ly every business house in Chicago which 
has been effected by the strike practically 
‘doubled its force of nonunion employes 
this morning. The unions have made no 
preparations for extending the strike, The 
expected result is that this week will wit- 
ness the orisis in the. great indystrial 
struggle. Either the teamsterse wil] be 
compelled to surrender or it will be nec- 
essary to call upon other unfons for assist- 
ance. ) 

Preparations had. been made to move 
more then 1000 wagons today, and up to 10 
o'olock there was little mMoting. Crowds 
in the downtown streets have diminished 
perceptitiy, and both Mayor Dunne and 
Chief of Police O'Neill believe that the 
worst of the disorders are passéd, and that 
the police and deputy sheriffs are in com- 
plete control. 

Sunday passed without disturbances of 
consequence. Express companies made de- 
Miveries in all parts of the city, end in not 
one instance was there opposition to the 
moving of wagons. Several of the firms 
involved in the strike succeeded in replen- 
iphing their coal supplies yesterday, and 
though the wagons were driven by non- 
union teamsters they were unmolested. 
During the last. seven days df the strike 
the trouble has cost the interests affected 
nearly $2,500,000 in ehrinkage ‘in business, 
extraordinary expenses and losses.

Sound shipping. 

The Jov Line steamer Aransas, bound 
from Boston to New York, was struck by 
the coal-laden barge Glendower, in tow 
from Philadelphia to Boston, and sunk less 
than 15 minutes later, but out of 47 paa- 
sengers and a crew of 29 on the steamer, 
most of whom were asleep at the time of 
the collision, only one life was lost. 

Miss Mamie Kelly, 27 years of age, resi- 
dence unknown, was missing when the roll 
of passengers was called. 

The scene of the collision was about & 
mile and a hai southeast of the Pollock 
Rip Shoals lightship. Although the accti- 
dent happened at 1:30 o’clock yesterday and 
at a point only 33 miles distant from this 
port, the survivors did not arrive here un- 
til) early today, the thick fog which pre- 
vailed necessitating slow navigation. 

The disaster was due to the fog. The 
Aransas, Capt. Rod in command, left Bos- 
ton Saturday afternoon and was well across 
the hay before she ran into the fog. The 
stenmer rounded Cape Cod and proceeded 
slowly down the cape shore. 


Crash Is Terrific.

The funeral of Mathew W. Quan, a vet- 
eran of the Civil War and a retired plumber 
and contractor, who died Sunday morning 
of general debility, will be held Tuesday at 
10 a. m., from the family residence at 3406 
Pine street to St. Francis Xavier's Church 
and thence to Cavalry Cemetery.

Joe Weber's Stock company opened at 
the Olympic Theater last night in bur- 
lesque, presenting ‘“Higsgiedy-Piggiedy” 
and “The College Widower,” the books 
of which were written by Edgar Smith 


and the music by Maurice Levl. 

There are three hours of nonsenee, 
sprinkled with enlivening music. The com- 
pany is quite remarkable for the promi- 
nence of its principals, Marie Dressier, Joe 
Weber, Trixie Friganza, Sam Collins, Bon- 
nie Maginn, Charles A. Bigelow, Aubrey 
Boucciault, Sam Merion and Mae McKen- 
zie, are in the list. : 

The greatest of these is Marie Dressler. 
She is almost continuously upon the stage, 
which is perhaps due to her proportions 
and the fad that the stage is roomiest 
where the audience commands a view of 
it. She is a whole show In herself, dom- 
inating the performance in spite of the 
other clever people in the cast. . @he is 
@ wonderful woman in the proper admix- 
ture of serto-comics. 

If there has been nothing else in the 
performance, the audience would have 
counted the evening well spent for the 
privilege of seeing Dressler. She cov- 
ered the whole range of fun, and the 
audience laughed at her for ‘something 
like two of the three hours of the enter- 
—, Her songs are freighted with 
un. 

The ladies easily distanced the men in 
contributing to the pleasure of the audi- 
ence, thanks to Dressler, a host in her- 
self, and because of the stunning at- 
tractiveness of Trixie Friganza; the 
prettiness and demurness of Bonnie Ma- 
ginn, and the sprightly manner of pretty 
Mae McKenzie. 

The most effective of the men was 
Bigelow, who made no end of fun. and 
sang his songs in a way thoroughly to 
tickle the people. Weber had Sam Col- 
Mns as his alde de comedy, and they were 
both amusing. Boucicault, like Friganza, 
Was there in a sort of fashion-plate 
capacity, which they supplemented by 
singing very well. 

The Weber show is full of talent, smart- 
mess, styic and fun. It is sometimes wit- 
ty, and it has its great moments when 
Dressler is working with her best oppor- 
tunities.

THE READY FLEETS. 

By the middle of the week Nebogatoff should join Rojest- 
vensky in the China Sea, The Russian armada will then out- 
measure Togo’s ships in strength, on paper. Its value as a 
fighting force remains to be demonstrated. 

Rojestvensky’s fleet is already unwieldy. In speed, arma- 
ment, scaworthiness and powers of self-protection the parts 
of his fleet fit together badly. Except for the battleship Nich- 
olas I, built 17 years ago, Nebogatoff’s vessels will restrict 
Nojestvensky’s freedom of action. The other three so-called 
battleships mre coast-defense vessels of about five thousand 
ions each, and the armored cruiser Vladimir Monomack is 25 
years old. They are “lame ducks” that no admiral would send 
into battle except in the last emergency. If Rojestvensky has 
to take care of them they may prove a heavy drag on his 
best ships. 

Rojestvensky’s first duty is not to reach Vladivostok, but 
to wrest the mastery of the sea from Togo. His mission is 
to cut eff Ovama from communication with Japan. To do that 
he must meef Togo and defeat him. If his purpose had been to 
reach a Russian port his policy would have been secrecy. In- 
stead, for a month he has kept his fleet in sight of the Japanese 
and deliberately prepared for the offensive. When he sets out 
northward hiseg proper choice will be the route where he will 
find the Japanse fleet, not slip by it unseen. 

Hojestvensky has so far caused the Japanese armies no incon- 
venience. While he has lingered off Indo-China, Oyama has 
steadily accumulated supplies and reinforcements. The latest 
reports. indicate that he is about to strike at Linevitch’s line 
widway between Tie Pass and Harbin and possibly advance 
The investment of that fortress will fol- 
iow ii any of Rojestvensky’s ships get that far, unless peace 
intervenes,

Once the Russians take refuge there, 
Togo can holi the Russians virtually as prisoners with his 
mines, submarines and torpedo fleet, while Oyama invests the 
place. . 
The two admirals enter the campaign from different points 
of view, The Russians must favor direct test of strength, 
the Japanese choose rather to rely on seamanship and strategy.

GOOD AND CHEAP LECTURES. 


An attendance of over a million is the record of the New York 


City free lecture course for the season just closed. The exact 
‘figures are, 4650 lectures given, with a total attendance of 
1,155,000. 


‘These free lectures, in the public schoolhouses of the city, 
have. been held for 17 years, and their popularity has steadily 
increased. The 4650 lectures given dur.ng 1904-1905 cost the 
Board of Education $130,000, making the cost per head of at- 
terdance only eleven and a quarter cents. The course of in- 
struction covered by the lectures included science, art, travel, 
etc.. and it is obvious that in no other way could the citizens 
obtain so valuable an aid to adult education at 80 small a cost.

THE NEW GAME LAW. 


From the Kansas City Journal. 

The game law passed at the recent 848- 
sion of the Legislature went into effect 
the first of May, and it would be well for 
citizens who hunt or fish to familiarize 
themselves with its provisions. The fines 
provided for its violations are not smali, 
and it is unpleasant for the sportsman 
to have his outings interrupted by a sum- 
mons from a magistrate. Game and fish 
wardens are appointedby the governor, 
with demrty wardens in each Congressional] 
district, while all the sheriffs, marshals, 
constables and justices are game wardens 
by virtue of thelr office Non-residents 
must pay a license of $15 to humt in the 
State. <A license to hunt in the state 
is required from residents except in 
the case of owners and tenants hunting 
on their own premises, and a resident of 
one county cannot hunt in another county 
without obtaining a license. One bird, the 
pheasant, may hot he killed at all until 
1910. . 

About the only unprotected birds in Mis- 
Sourl hene xforth are Sparrows, hawks, owls 
and crows. Fishermen with hook and 
line are under neo special restraint, but 
those using other devises should give -the 
new law a careful reoding. Certain fish 
belaw a given size may not be offered for 
safe. Due obedience to the law for a few 
years will work a radical change. for all 
citizens, hunters and fishermen included.

Bob Emslie has been in the 
qame as an umpire for many years, but 
when Sheridan started Out in 1885 Emslie 
was still playing ball. 

‘Twenty years is long enough for any 
man to stand the gaff at this kind of bust- 
ness,” said Sheridan. 

“T have been at it longer than any of 
them and I am ready to retire at the close 
of this season. I have told Mr. Johnson, 
president of the league, that I will not be 
a candidate for umpire next year, and I 
think he understands that I want to get 
out of the harness, at least as a profes- 
sional. 

“My folks live out in California and 
there is where I am going to spend the 
rest of my days—in peace, I hope.

An inquest was held Monday morning on 
the death of John Krissler, aged 16, of 1230 
South Third street, who was stabbed to 
death Sunday afternoon by Sam Helms, 
a negro teamster, in the coal yard of JuHus 
Goetz, 1830 South Third street.
